The conferees of the Republican and 
Progressive parties adfourned at 12:30 
a. m., after a two hour session, with the 
announcement that they would not meet 
again until after the sessions of the two 
conver.tions today. The only statement 
given out was _— “ we report progress.” 

Hughes’ Position Unchanged. 

After the session one conferee summed 
up the situation in this way: 

“We all agreed not to disclore details 
of our meeting until reports are made to 
our respective conventions tomorrow. J 
can say this, however: It has mot changed 
the situation in respect to the probawvle 
nomination cf Justice Hughes by the Re- 
publican convention. A aituation has 
been created by which the Progressives 
in all probability will be willing to post- 
pone the desire of the radical members 
to rush into a nomination of Col. Reose- 
velt for the sole purpose of being the first 
to pui a ticket in the field.” 

The conferees were unanimous in as- 
serting that the conference was entirely 
harmonious. Discussion of cardidates 
followed just twolines. The Progressives 
taiked only about Col. Roosevelt; the Re- 
publican conferees suggested the names 
of various favorite sons, including Fair- 
banks, Burton, Root, Hughes, and others, 
but reached no unanimous decision that 
they favored any one of them above the 
others. The entire range of discussion, 
it was said, never got beyond generalities. 


While both sides reported ‘“ progress,” 
the Republicans appeared to take a more 
optimistic view of the situation than some 
of the Progressives, among whom there 
wae far from a unanimity of opinion thet 
an agreement was probable. 

It was agreed that the conferees should 
report to their respective conventions in 
the morning.

With this program in view it will be 
the object of those Republicans who are 
hopeful of achieving a fusion agreement 
to prevent the Republican conventiea 
from proceeding to the nomination of a 
candidate, although Hughes managets 
believe they are strong enough to win 
early in the balloting with or without 
peace compact with the Progresaites.

The ultimate strength must be not less 
than 800 enlisted men for cach senator and 
representative in congress.

Washington, D. C., June 8.—A state 
department dispatch today described in 
detail the anti-American demonstration 
in Chihuahua City, Mexico, yesterday

thé walls of the American condulate. 
The department has not decided whether 
& protest will be made to Gen. Carranza. 

Information of growing anti-American 
sentiment has reached the department, 
particularly since the receipt of Car- 
fanza’s last note, demanding a with- 
drawal of the American forces, and has 
Siven rise to the fear that serious trouble 
may develop unless the American reply 
& sent soon. 

President Wilson authorized the state- 
ment that he had never considered arbi- 
Wation in Mexico, and a similar state- 
ment Was made by Secretary of State 
Lansing. The latter would not say, how- 
ever, that the United States will not at 
some future time consider the idea. He 
merely reiterated what he haa previously 
Said with respect to the German -sub-

Mr. Joslyn's statement was a masterly 
exposition and linking together of cir- 
cumstances.

If the 
state’s witnesses can prove Mr. Joslyn’s 
allegations it is evident the defense will 
have a hard fight on its hands. 

Mr. Joslyn read the story of the foot- 
prints in the snow made by Orpet and 
Marion Lambert to prove that if Orpet 
were panic stricken after the girl’s-death 
there was wonderful cunning ifn his 
panic. He showed that from the spot 
where the bouy was found ai the foot of 
the Three Oaks Orpet had gone 144 feet 
to the Four Trees. There the trodden 
snow showed he had remained for no 
little time. 


Went to Hunt Bottle? 

Orpet confessed he went back because 
he heard a cry from the girl. But was 
that the reason? Why had he waited so 
long a time at the four trees? Did he go 
back to hunt for the poison bottle, which 
he had forgotten to bring away? 

After he had stood beside the body, his 
footprints showed he had started off 
toward the road that runs alongside the 

Chicago and Milwaukee electric line. 
He went to within a few feet of the road 
and then drew back as if frightened into 
the depth of the woods. Then, plucking 
up courage, apparently, he ventured to 
the road again, and again turned back 
into the forest. 

A third time he went to the road, anda 
third time turned back to the shelter of 
the trees. At last he came to the giant 
oak at the northwest corner of the woods 
behind which he had waited for the girl. 
There were his footprints entering the 
woods. 

Now, according to Mr. Joslyn, he at- 
tenipted to mask his exit by stepping 
carefully into his old footprints on his 
way to Jessamine avenue.

Congressional Study of Rate 
Regulation Expected to 
Start Action. 


By the time the smoke has cleared from 
cénvention row, the shippers may be 


on a national scale to shake off many of | 
the restrictions the public has forced 
upon them in the last ten years. 

At the same time, it is known that a 
national movement is on foot among 
business interests to meet opposition to 
them and the railroads. 


Plan Congressional Action. 

The passage of the joint resolution now 
pending in congress will start the fire- 
works, it is believed. The resolution 
authorizes the appointment of a joint 
subcommittee to investigate the subject 
of government control ‘and the whole! 
range of the regulation of interstate com- 
merce transportation during the recess. 

The letter that arrived in Chicago urg- 
ing the shippers to “‘ wake up” charge 
that the resolution “ was prompted by 
the railroad or financial interests. Their 
purpose, it is charged, are the repeal of 
the long and short haul provision; the 
repeal of the suspension clause of the 
fifteenth section; the elimination of state 
control of interstate rates, and the giv- 
ing io the commission of the right to fix 
minimum as well as maximum rates.” 


Shippers Urged to Act. 

“It is also felt by many,” the. letter 
says, ‘‘that the carriers have aiready 
prepared themselves at great expendi- 
ture of time and money to present fo this 
committee at the inception of its investi- 


| gations—should the resolutions pass—all 


matters in support of the above, on the 
theory that regulation in its present state 
has failed, and it is also thought by many 
that a definite attack will be made by the 
carriers on the act to regulate commerce 
as administered by the interstate com- 
merce commission.

The two*piece style with the ferrule in 
freee Middle of the rod, while not as bad 
as painted, is laeKing in good action 
usvuatiy and t# not recommended. 


The two plece rod with short butt and 
long tip has much to recommend it. ‘This 
type, we believe, solves satisfactorily the 
problem of good action combined with 
portability. The tip is usually about 
thirty-five inches long--not at all hard to 
carry—and the ferrule is located far 
enouga down to be in the heavy part of 
the rod, where there is little action any- 
way, and much below the vulnerable 
middle, where the strain comes. These 
rods possess plenty of casting force and 
speed, and we confess._a partiality for 
them. Note that most good salt water 
rods aye made in that style. 

If you tote a large suitcase with you 
on your trips the three piece rod is easier 
ts carry: ofherwise the shorter joints are 
not worth the pxtra ferrule, as a three foot | 
case is as easy to carry asa two footer: 
Most of the best rods are made in. the 
three piece style, however, and there ig no 
denying that they are first class in seated 
respect. 

As a word of warning rename that 
the long tip, short butt conatruction is 
miles ahead of the three piece im low and 
medium priced rods. Of course the steel 
rod is not included in the above compari- 
sons, because the steel rod's ferrules are

New York, June 8.—Francis Long, In- 
dian fighter, explorer, and official weather 
forecaster in this city for the government 
for many years, died at his Brooklyn 
home today after a stroke of apoplexy. 

Mr. Long was a member of the Gree- 
ly polar expedition and was credited 
with twice saving the survivors, once by 
Killing a bear, and thereby enabling 
them to avoid starving, and the second 
time by signaling the rescue party as it 
was about to pass the exhausted members 
of the expedition. He also was with 
the Baldwin-Ziegler polar explorers. 

As a dispatch rider under Gen. Custer 
Mr. Long carried out the appeal for aid, 
which arrived too late to save the expedi- 
tion from slaughter by Indians.

Bulis regard 
this loss as verifying previous reports, 
and they are of the opinion it will more 
than offset the increased carry over, as 
compared to last year, The oats acreage 
is about the same as last year, but the 
condition is smaller, with the indicated 
yield 290,000,000 bu short of last season.
